SUBJECT: SOVIET EMBASSY VIEWS ON SOVIET-CHINESE RELATIONS 

1 . SOVIET EMBASSY CHARGE VASEV AND MINISTER-COUNSELOR 
BESSMERTNYKH DURING LUNCH AUGUST 17 SPOKE ON THE 
HUA VISIT TO BUCHAREST AND BELGRADE. BESSMERTYNKH DIS 
PLAYED SOVIET CONCERN THAT CHINA SEES ITS POLICIES 
DEVELOPING PARALLEL TO THOSE OF THE U.S. HE SAID THE 
CHINESE ARE GOING OUT OF THEIR WAY TO DEMONSTRATE IN 
PRACTICE, NOT JUST IN THEORY. PARALLEL POLICIES TO THOSE 
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OF THE U.S IN AFRICA, ASIA AND EVEN IN EUROPE. ON THE 
HUA VISIT TO BUCHAREST AND BELGRADE, BESSMERTNYKH SAID 
THAT THE SOVIETS DO NOT BLAME THE ROMANIANS OR YUGOSLAVS 
FOR WHAT IS ESSENTIALLY CHINESE MEDDLING. AFTER ALL, 

TITO AND CEAUSESCU VISITED PEKING RECENTLY AND THEY COULD 
HARDLY HAVE TURNED DOWN THE HUA INITIATIVE. HE ADDED THAT, 
FOR SOME REASON, CHINA IS "POPULAR" NOW IN INTERNATIONAL 
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AFFAIRS SINCE THEY ARE SO NEW TO IT AND THEY ARE PLAYING 
TO THIS INTERNATIONAL "POPULARITY". 

2. BESSMERTNYKH ALSO TALKED WITH ONLY SLIGHTLY RESTRAINED 
CONCERN ABOUT THE JAPANESE/CHINESE TREATY. HE WONDERED 
WHY THE VISION OF JAPAN WORKING MORE AND MORE CLOSELY WITH 
CHINA DID NOT ALSO GIVE THE U.S. PAUSE AND SUGGESTED THAT 

WE SHOULD HAVE A COMMON INTEREST IN RESTRAINING THIS 
DEVELOPMENT. 

3. VASEV SAID THAT IT WOULD BE A MISTAKE FOR THE U.S. 

TO EXAGGERATE SOVIET SENSITIVITIES OVER THE HUA VISITS. 

BUT THEN HE WENT ON TO SUGGEST HE HAD HEARD FROM SEVERAL 
SOURCES THAT THE CHINESE WERE SAYING THAT THE HUA TRIP 

TO EASTERN EUROPE WAS PROPOSED BY DR. BRZEZINSKI AND THAT 
THE CHINESE WERE DOING THIS TO DEMONSTRATE THEIR PARALLEL 
POLICIES WITH THE U.S. LUERS SAID THAT IT WAS ABSURD TO 
BELIEVE THAT CHINA WOULD UNDERTAKE THESE INTERNATIONAL 
MOVES TO PLEASE THE U.S. VASEV, IN AN IRONIC AND CLEARLY 
UNINFORMED TWIST, SAID THAT ANOTHER EXAMPLE OF CHINESE 
PANDERING TO U.S. FOREIGN POLICY WISHES WAS THE CHINESE 
EFFORTS TO CULTIVATE THE CHILEAN GOVERNMENT. LUERS SAID 
THAT NO ONE COULD IMAGINE THAT CHINESE EFFORTS WITH CHILE 
COULD BE PLEASING TO THE U.S., GIVEN THE SORRY STATE 
OF US-CHILEAN RELATIONS. VASEV REPLIED THAT EVERYONE 
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REALIZES, PARTICULARLY THE CHINESE, THAT WE BASICALLY 
SUPPORT THE CHILEAN GOVERNMENT AND WANT THE CHINESE TO 
HELP US OUT. VANCE

1 . SOVIET EMBASSY CHARGE VASEV AND MINISTER-COUNSELOR 
BESSMERTNYKH DURING LUNCH AUGUST 17 SPOKE ON THE
